.that the directors of the mills were ready 
and anxious to commence operations and 
that a large part of tho employes were 
eager to take up thoir labors where they 
Jeft oi-f two weeks ago when, influenced 
by a crowd of so-called Industrial "Work- 
ers of the World.

that the men and women, particularly 
tho women, objected to the new eight- 
hour law.

tention of the public that illiterate- chil- 
dren under tho age allowed by law, ware 
employed In the mills, and these state- 
ments, spread broadcast, prejudiced the

BOOKS INSPECTED.

He would he told either that he was a'fopl.pr 
was trying to destroy the commerce of Oakland that the prosperity 
of rival cities may be built up on its ruin. 


The attempt to close the Oakland stores on Saturday nights is 


an expression of precisely the policy that wpiild justify 
closing 


them at all times. Saturday night is a holiday time in.this city. It 
is the busiest time in the week for tfe: stores. Throngs fill the streets 
.and trade is brisk everywhere. 
The presence of the crowds .in the 


thoroughfares makes business for all places dealing in refire'sh- 
ments, theaters, etc. . 
' .

Close the stores and every line of retail business, every .place of 


amusement and refreshment will feel .an immediate .and disastrous 
effect. 
Denied an opportunity to trade at home the shoppers'will 


cross the -bay to spend their money. The throngs which_ appear 
'each Saturday night on Broadway, Washington, Clay and the cross 
streets will parade Market, Keamy, Post,/Slitter arid Geary-streets 
in San Francisco. The incidental money-spending the crowds:now 
do in Oakland will be transferred across the tiay. O\ir places Of 
amusement and refreshment will 'foe deserted, arid those in San 
Francisco will profit.

In a very brief time "rents would be affected. 
A fall in rents 


would be followed by a decline in property values. Before long the 
local banks would find the destructive change reflected in the volume 
of their deposits. There would be less money in circulation; less 
business activity and less building/ Ori Saturday nights' the1 streets 
would be untenanted and lifeless; the lights would 'blaze .upon 
silence and solitude. 


Yet this is the condition some people gravely propose to bring 


about. They do.not seem to realise what they are doing. Apparent'- 
ly they have given no thought to-the consequences that would-fol- 
low closing up Oakland on. Saturday nights, to the\ disaster that 
would result from driving trade from the city by a policy ttiat wb'uld 
inevitably make Oakland purely a place of residence; 


One of the first things-that would happen should a policy so 


fatuous be adopted would be the loss of employment by many who 
own or are buying homes in this city. Population would be driven 
away and capital would be deterred from investing here. In short, 
the prosperity of the town would be struck a deadly Blow. Laundries 
and garages would be hurt 'as well as the stores, restaurants, the- 
aters and refreshment places. There would be less work for me- 
chanics and less business for dealers.in buildihg materials. 


Self-interest and common sense should. pro'mpt citizens of all 


'classes to rise up against a proposition so suicidal arid foolish: The 
-man who wants to close Oakland up on Saturday nights is a foe to 
every material interest in the city. 


PresumpfJons of law and Facf. 


Always get your premises right before you draw conclusions. 


Many a man goes wrong in his deductions because he starts ffbrri a 
false premise or accepts as a fact something that has not been dem- 
strated. We are reminded of how .'Often a man comes out at the 
wrong place in-hjs thinking because df starting on the wrong road, 
by the following from the Sacramento Bee: 


"Certainly the law does not presume a man to be inriocent 


when, after indictment or information filed; it locks him in jail and 
denies him the privilege of .bail, and charges the p'tiblic prosecutor 
with the duty of bringing out all possible evidence against him." 


Now the law does not lock up any person accused of crime and 


deny him 'bail in advance of trial. Under the statutes of California 
and of every other State'in the Union every person charged' with 
crime is entitled to bail unless the offense charged be a capital one. 
The right of bail pending trial is recognized by the common law of 
England and by every system of jurisprudence having its origin in 
English common'law. 


After conviction the situation's reversed. The presumption of 


innocence no longer applies, the presumption of law .being that the 
accused has been proved guilty hi accordance with law. Mence ad- 
mission to bail is not a right, but is discretionary with the judge. 
In this State convicted persons are seldom admitted to bail pending 
appeal. However, the Federals courts usually admit ta bail cbii-

Moreover, the law prescribes how he shall be ti'ied, the rules of 


evidence that' shall be applied, the method of procedure that shall 
be followed and the character of the testimony that shall be admitted 
against him. All these conditions are prescribed to prevent -wrong 
being done the innocent and to insure regular and righteous pro- 
cesses of adjudication in .criminal cases, • it being as much— even 
more — the duty of courts to vindicate -and protect the' irinoceiit 
than to punish the guilty. In pursuance of this policy the laSv re- 
quires chat the jury shall go into the box unbiased and that the trial 
shall begin with the presumption that the accused is innocent and 
not guilty. Guilt is to be determined by the facts addiiced' during 
the trial, not l>y unproved statements and conclusions drawn before 
the trial begins. It is only the evidence of record that counts. 


Of course the principles of law and the rules of. courts do not 


govern private opinion outside the jury box. Private opinion heed 
not be fair or informed; it can be ignorant and prejudiced, or even 
malicious, but it is a personal right which cannot, be challenged.

Francisco, has been In existence • less, 
than a year, but In that time has 
made an 
enviable 
place 
for Itself 


among similar clubs. 
Hart Wood, president of. the club, 


acted as toastmaster,, and among the 
speakers were Mayor Frank K. Mott, 
John 
Galen Howard, head of the 
architectural department-of the Uni- 
versity of California; Sullivan. Jones, 
representing the firm of '-'Palmer & 
-Hornbostel, eastern architects of Oak- 
land's new city hall, and John Bake- 
well, Jr., of San Francisco. 
Howard, who, is."a director of the 


local club, was the first speaker. He 
told in detail of his travels through 
Europe during the past year. 


Mayor 
Mott, 
the 
next 
speaker, 


voiced his gratification at being a 
guest of the club, saying that tho pro- 
fession was. one of the highest and 
that the latest, example of architect- 
ural work to be seen in Oakland, the 
new city hall, was something of which 
any city might'be proud. Mayor Mott 
then said that.lt had been the aim of 
the administration to encourage the 
best in architecture, and he felt that 
in tho plans chosen' for that building 
the city's architects had- before them 
an example of the very finest that the 
world contains. The mayor said that 
he regretted the fact, that Oakland 
architects had. not captured the prize 
for the design", but felt that they all 
would agree that the very best in the 
world was none too good for Oakland, 
and that had been secured. 


SPEAKS CUP BIDS. 


The mayor continued: 
"Today the 
board of public works has .been open- 
ing bids for materials for the new 
city hall. The bids!run In the neigh- 
borhood of JSOO.OOO over the amount 
we had counted on. This excess can 
bo cut down to some extent, but the 
amount will still run over what we 
have to spend. 
Now, "I am so con- 


vinced that we should not cut down on 
any of the essentials or on any of the 
details -which -will make the building 
what it should be, that I am in favor 
of going before the people and asking 
for more money so that we may have 
a building: which tourists from all 
over the country will come far to 
see." 
The mayor's sentiments were 
heartily applauded. 


Sullivan Jones followed the mayor

architects in the.cUy hall competition 
spoke of the great gratification which 
.his firm felt in being able, to put 115 
;'thls new building, which, he felt sure^ 
would be a credit to the city, -whose 
enterprising spirit- he highly praised.

, The next speaker waa John Bakewell 
Jr., who referred to the advantages to be 
hod in municipalities from the operation 
of a municipal commission to advise on 
architectural improvements. 


President Wood followed with an out- 


line of the work which the club lias been 
doing in the operation of classes, and 
also epoke of the plans for the summer, 
which include classes In pencil and char- 
coal sketching under the direction of 
Eugene Nouhaus of the University of 
California and San Francisco Art Insti- 
tute, and one In elemental design under 
President Wood himaelf.

also give ar. exhibition at Its club rooms, 
137 Telegraph avenue, on the evening of 
Monday, Juns 5. when the designs for 
tho United States Sub-treasury and other 
plans will be shown.
